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SUPPLEMENT TO ADVISORY ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed March 3 1 , 2003, has been received and will be entered. The text of 
those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code, not included in this action can be found in a prior Office 
action. 

2. All of applicant's arguments regarding the 103 rejection of record have been fully 
considered but are not persuasive, applicant argues that none of the prior art references discuss ' 
the "off flavor" that is associated with ursolic and oleanolic acid. However, US '606 and SU 
'066 teach extracting ursolic and oleanolic acid in the same manner as applicant. Therefore, the 
acids in the prior art would have the same characteristics as the acids in applicant's composition. 
As stated in previous rejections, it is considered obvious to use the ursolic and oleanoic acids 
extracted using the methods of US '606 and SU '066 in the composition of US '460 because US 
'606 and SU '066 teach that their acids have a high purity content. Applicant argues that there is 
no ursolic acid in the oleanoic acid of US '606; however, US '606 is used as a teaching of an 
ursolic acid extraction. In addition, applicant argues that SU '066 does not teach that there is 
oleanoic acid with the ursolic acid, but SU '066 is used as a teaching of an oleanoic acid 
extraction. Thus, the references taken in combination are considered to teach the claimed 
invention.
